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Paychologic Implications in 
Poli 


oliomyelitis

The record number of poliomyelitis cases in the 
past years has stirred the public interest. Research 
has been very active in most phases of the disease 
As ss ed out in the recently published 12th 
Annual Report of the National Foundation for In 
fantile Paralysus, expersmental growth of the polio 
virus non-nervous tissue, of several 
types of polo virus, and umprovement of methods 
tor treatment are only a few of the latest achieve 
ments encouraging hope that control and possibly 
a cure are within the realm of possibility 

While cause and treatment of the disease have 
heen studied mtensevely, comparatively little atten 
tion has been paid im research and literature to the 
patient » personality, to hes problems of adjustment 
durmg the acute and convalescent stages of the :/! 
ness, and to the tune when permanent crippling 
may change the pattern of tus ie. A voluminous 
publication of the National Foundation for In 
fantsle Paralysis lists approximately 940 abstracts 
of articles on pohomyelitn, published between 
October 1946 and September 1949; of these only 
eleven papers deal with psychological aspects of 
the disease 

The first question which arses is whether polo 
myelites, in its psychological implications, differs 
from any other disease with sudden onset and pos

not agree on thes some—such as Crothers 
Meyer, Goldbicom feel that lewons of 
the brain contribute to the symptomatology and

Parents whose children had poho often complain 
that their children are restless, irritable, and differ 
ent than they were before thew dines Many tau 
tors must be conmsdered before any conchasons 
an be deawn as to whether the personality of such 
a child has really changed basically.

The 
home was in the rear of a saloon run by her step 
father, who was unsyrmpatheta toward the patent 
She became totally diunterested m life and made 
ho attempt to recover or to do anything tor herself 
Through her spuritual adviser she was brought to 
the ofhce The medual «axial worker evaluated the 
home situation and 4 program of physical therapy 
and occupational therapy was set up, m addition to 
the worker s frequent home wets. The patent was 
won over so that, not only has her attitude changed 
but she has begun some constructive work 

Thes case silustrates the value of emphasis on 
carly socual adpustment and planning for financial 
independence. Mr. K., who is thirty three years of 
age, had with sewere paralyss of all! 
extremities in 1945 He was admutted to the hos 
pital im January, 1950, for surgery to eluminate use 
of a brace. Thess man making an excellent adjust 
ment to hes handwxap He citablishing a mail 
order business in addition to his regular part-time 
positron as sales engineer His business os gradually 
tuslding up He has expressed a willingness to take 
on products made by other patients in occupational! 
therapy and distribute them without charge. He is 
not only growing into a postion where he will be 
able to support hunself and his family, but he is 
also planning to help others

A survey of profes 
vonal, public health, and government literature 
revealed many uses of phryse al therapy m state 
and terrtorna!l crippled children’s programs 


The mnformation contained in thes study provides 
admunistrators of state and terntonal croppled chil 
dren's agencies with information on the uses of 
physical therapy and suggestions for possible ex 
tension of ther serves. Por those state agencies 
not employing physeal therapy services aah an 
investigation reveals possibilities for its use For 
the curriculurn committees in the schools of 
cal therapy, it may diwlose areas in which further 
course work could be provided to give better 
preparation for physical therapests working in pub 
lx health programs.

The award of 
the grants, wheh will be carried out under the 
of Mildred Elson, Exccutive Secretary of 
the Assxiation, was announced jomtly today by 
Baw! O Connor, Presedent of the Natronal Pounda 
non for Intantile Paralysis, and Marguerite Irvine 
of the Amerxan Physxal Therapy 

‘ence 1946 broad educational program has 
been und-rtaken by the American Physical Therapy 
Aswxxation, with the asuestance of the National 
Foundation, to make more effective the basi pro 
fesmonal trang of undergraduate physical thera 
pests, and to provide ards and informational mate 
ral to meet the needs of graduate physical ther 
apists in providing better care for polromyedtits 
patrents 

In addition to carrying on thes educational pro 
gram with one March of Dimes grant of $19,826 
the Association plans to make an intensive study 
of the vanous physical therapy home-care plans 
new im Operation m warious parts of the country 
According to Association offiials, has become 
evident im the past several years that the large 
number of polio patients cannot be cared for in 
institutions for long periods of time, due to the 
lack of beds, insufhcient numbers of personnel, 
and the prohibtively high cost of mstitution care 
It was revealed that the goal of this study of home 
care plans ws to be able to furnish guidance to 
agencies providing physical therapists for home 
ate, as well as to the physical therapists thus em 
ployed. Efforts will also be made to include 
cal therapy in the home-care in sxhool cur 
ricala and to stimulate physical therapists to accept 
held serve employment 

The second March of Dimes grant of $35,956 
will enable the Amencan Physical Therapy Assocs 
ation to recruit physcal therapists for emergency 
aseenments to m the United States 
where a marked mcrease of pole has caused a 
shortage of physical therapists essential in the treat 
ment of the drscase
